Louds flying low,ſeeming to tonch the tops of hila 

are fignes of cold weather; Gzeat flocks of ſmall 
birds gathered together in the beginning of winter, do 
fo; either cold tom, oz froſty weather; It in the 
Winter the ſun ſhine clear towards night, and redder 
then befoze, any cold wind blowing, expect a froſt; The 
extraordinary twinckiing of the ſtars fozetelleth an 
hard froſt; Clouds upon heaps like Rocks, in ſummer 
bail. but in winter ſnow, An obſcure circie about the 
fun oz mon in the winter, oz a ſudden overcaſting 
of the aire, ig a very ltkelp token of ſnow.

Signes of the continuance of a froſt, 
and of thawing.

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Other obſervations to foreknow the Nate 
of the year. 


Riganus noteth, that the eighth of June (being dies 

Medards ) is held to be a Critical day by reaſon of the 
bubtfuil cunſtitution of the aire, which the ſtars of the na- 
eof Venus and AMercury then make: inſomuch that if it be 
rainy day, it torerelleth a wer & rainy harveſt or hay-time: 
fair, the contrary; Which obſervation (faith he) although 
doth not alwayes hold, yet doth it ſeldome altogether fail. 
The (ame aut hour allo (aith, that the ſecond of Fuly (when 
firſt ſtar in the girdle of Orion riſeth with the Sun in the 
degree ot Cancer) is likewiſe a Critical day; inſomuch that 
it rain on the firſt (or ſecond rather) of u, it oftentimes 
h (more or leſs) for four weeks together. 
The {ame aut hour ſaith again, that it the 24 of Auguſt be 
ir and clear, then do the husbandmen hope for a good and 
ſperous Autumn to ſucceed that year. 
The ficlt of September is allo (aid to be Critical to the 
untimen in their obſervation : for firſt ( but the rule doth 
alwayes hold) it it rain not on this day, the reſt of Au- 
mn is like to be dry, Secondly, if the Bucks & Docs be hard- 
brought to — then ſhall be a backward winter: 
nd ſo on the contrary: Pto/omy (to whom Stadius aſſenteth) 
ich,that as the (wallows begin nat at all to appear before the 
ath day ot March, ſo after the twelfth of September, they be 
ken that year no more, 

It is common among the countrey people, to judge of the 
following winter by rhe quarter wherein the wind ſhall be on 
e firſt of November : But that which is more obſetvable is 
e ſecond of November, which to the Arabian Aſtrologers 
as a Critical day, from whence they could know ſome- 
thing in general concerning the diſpoſition of the air in rain, 

under and lightning. For if Fpiter, Venus, and Mcurcygye 
were then Occidental, or retrograde,they judged much rain to 
de in that year. They alſo had an eye to Sun and Wen, 
| woe er 
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whether of them wete the ſtronger, as alſo what ſocievie they 
had wich the other Planets, chiefly with Mercany; that ſo they 
might judge the better concerning the following changes of 
the aire. 

On the tento of November (being the eve of S. Martin) 
the Germans uſe to feaſt themſelves with geeſe; and as Olaus 
Ataguus reporteth, the Northern people uſe by the breaſt-bone 
thereof ro prognoſticme of the following winter. For if the 
breaſt- bone of the gooſe be fair and clear when the fleſh is 
eaten off, the winter is like to be cold and rigid, full of had 
froſts. Bur it it be thick and dark, then is the winter like tobe 
full of ſnow, rain and ſleet, and yet warm enough. But that 
this ſhould be a token of (uch à prognoſtick , Origanus 
doubteth. 

dome take a further knowledge of the ſtare or qualitie of 
the year, after this manner. Firſt ( (ay they) in the end of 
Harveſt cut open two or three oak-apples , looking whe- 
ther there be in them either flies, worms, or ſpiders; and 
if in the oak. apple be found worms or magots , then they 
fFgnife dearth and ſcarcity that year. Or if in the oak- 
apple cut open be found like to flies, it is a figne of ſome 
barrel to eniue that year. Or if in the ok - apple be found 
like to ſpiders, then do they fore-ſhew plague or peſtilence 
to follow that year. From which, and the like calamities, 
Good Lo/d deliver us. 

Some perhaps may think this to be but a ſuperſtitious ob- 
ſervation, bur they are ſimple and fooliſh not to know that 
this proceedeth from the conſtitution of the aire; which 
{ whether wholeſome or unwholſome ] appeareth more ſub- 
tfily in ſuch things as theſe , then to the ſenſe of man it 
either doth or can. And if the aire be corrupted , putrefa- 
Rion abounds, things growing are blaſted , the humour: 
altered, bloud corrupted, and diſeaſes equivalent produced, 
as alle the minde of man inclined to ſuch and ſuch actions

Other profitable inſtructions right neceſſary 
for husbandmen to know. 


And firſt of Sheep. 


Fa Ram be fierce and will not be tamed, catch 

him and bore a hole through his horn neare his 
care. 

If when he covereth the ew the wind blow 
out of the South, then commonly he begetteth a 
ſhe-lamb : but if it blow out of the North, an he- 
lamb. Alſo know that ews by drinking of warer 
conceive the ſooner : for which cauſe ſome ſheep. 
herds uſe to give them ſalt to ear, both chat they 
may drink the more freely, and be the better in 
health. 

Note alſo that when the old rams in their time 
to cover the eus, be fooner moved thereto then 
the young rams , it doth then ſignifie a good ſea- 
ſon and proſperous yeare for ſheep : But if at the 

time to cover the ew, the young rams be 
ſooner provoked thereto then the old rams, then 
there is like to follow a great rot and murrain of 
ſheep. The way (ſay ſome) ro cure them that they 
die not, is to take the belly of a ram and ſeeth it 
in wine and water together, which after mix with 
water, and give the ſame generally to all rheTheep 
to drink, and by ſo doing they ſhall be cured.

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When you ſhear them, if you would that their 
fleeces ſhould grow again thick and faſt, let the 
Moon be — by no means paſt the full, 
except it be for ſcabby and infected ſheep , ſuch as 
are every day ready to looſe their wool: for it is 
beſt to clip them when the moon decreaſeth. 

Geld ſheep and other cattell, the Moon in A. 
ries, Sagittarius, or in Capricorn, being in her laſt 
quarter, benignely configurated, and free from the 
rayes of Saturn and Mars. And if when you 
wean your calves or other young cattel,you would 
not that they ſhould prove giddie, be ſure that the 
Moon be not within three dayes of her change, 
either before or after : For the prime is within 
3 dayes and 18 houres before or after the change, 
as wel as on the very day that the moon changeth. 


Directions in planting and grafting, as alſo in 
other husbandarie affairs. 


N yum take off ſuperfluous branches from your fruit- 

trees, and prepare your ground for Gardens, uncover 
T ree-rootsz cut your Vines in ſome of the Twelve dayes. 

Set Quick-ſets , Roſes, and ſallets in the end of Janway, 
and the moneth following. And now cover up the roots of 
your trees with good — 4 which you opened in the begin- 
ning of 7axuary, 

Plant when the Moon is aſpected by Jupiter or Venus in 
Taurus, Leo, Scorpio, or Aquarius : or in a ConjunRion, Sex- 
tile, or Trine aſpe& with Saturn, and free from the body and 
rayes of Mars. 

In Much, the weather being warm, and the wind neither 
in the Ep} or North, you may cut and grakt trees, the Moon

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decreaſing, and in Aquarius, eſpecially if the be configurated 
with Fujpiter or Venus. 

In the end of April, ot beginning of May, ſet and ſow ten- 
- Herbs and Seeds in your gardens, in a good temperature 
of air, 

Remove young Trees either in the end of October, in No- 
vember or February, the Moon increaſing: and be (ure to ſet 
that ſide South which was South before, becauſe it cannot 
endure the cold North, 

Gather all Fruit that you mean to keep , in a drietime, 
when the Moon is paſt the full , decreaſing, and aſpected by 
Fupiter or Venus. | 

Sow all ſuch ſeeds as have round roots, either three © 
four daies after the full, or three or four daies before the full, 
when Saturn is in ſome good aſpect with the Moon, and free 
from the rayes of Mars. 

Yea, at all times either in ſowing of corn or of other ſeed, 
it is deſt to do ir when Saturn is not combuſt nor retrograde, 
nor peregrine; but rather (if you can ſtay for ſuch a time) 
when he is in ſome of his dignities, or ina good aſpect of 
the Moon; and ( 8s I laid before ) free from che rayes of 
Mars. 

Obſerve this likewiſe, That if you would have your nal's 

row fair and clear, tben muſt you uſe to cat them whileſt the 
oon encreaſeth in Taurus, Libra, Aries or Leo, and in ſome 
friendly aſpect either with the Sun or Yeu. But however 
let not the Moon be in Gems or Piſces, nor any of thoſe 
two ſigns aſcending. 

Note alſo that in the weaning of infants, if you would 
that the childe ſhould not be ſond of the nurſe, but quickly 
ſorget the breaſt, let not the Moon be in Tawrw, or Libra, but 
— in Gemim, Sagittarius, Capricorn, or 4quarius, far from 
the Sun, near the full, and not at all aſpeRed. For the children 
that be thus weaned will quickly forget the breaſt, and be alſo 
forward to faſten upon any other food. | 
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How to graft fruit that ſhall have no core: 


Ake a graff and bow it ſo as both ends may 
meet: cut both theſe ends 2 — and ſo 
faſten them into the ſtock. And if it grow ſo with 
the tree, cut away the great end, and let the ſmal- 
ger end grow: ſo ſhall the fruit be without core. 


How to make a tree bear red apples. 


F you would that your apples ſhould be red,take 
a graff of an apple-tree, and graft it in a ſtock of 
elm or elder,and it ſhall bear red apples. Alſo you 
may bore an hole in an apple- tree to the pith, and 
put into the hole water of what colour you will: 
then ſtopup the hole with a pin made of the wood 
of the ſame tree: 80 ſhall the apple be of the 
fame colour with the liquour, which you put and 
ſtopped into the hole. 


How to make a ſowre tree bring forth 
ſweet fruit. 


JI. you have a fruit- tree that is ſowre, and would 
that it ſhould bear ſweet fruit, you muſt dig the 
root round about and dung it with pigs dung; ſo 
mall the fruit be ſweet: eſdecially if you take a 
piercer, and therewith make an hole in the tree to 
the pith, and into the hole put water tempred with 


hony, ſtopping the hole again with a pin of the 
me tre. 

K, How 
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How to make vines grow on cher- 
ry-trecs. 


F you would that a vine ſhould grow on a cher- 
— and have the taſt of cherries, ſer a vine 
by a cherry-tree till it grow: and inthe beginning 
of February make an hole through the cherry. tree 
in what place you think beſt : then draw through 
the hole a branch of the vine, ſo that it fill thehole, 
ſhaving away firſt as much of the old bark of the 
vine as ſhall be in the hole; that is, as much as ex- 
tends to the thickneſs of your cherry-tree. This 
done,you ſhall wrap it well about with earth, 
and bind it well with a little cloth, and order it in 
all things as in other graffings, remembring to cut 
away the vine from the cherry-tree at the root- end 
thereof, either then when you firſt draw it in, or 
( which is beſt) a year after.
